This is a sweeping 
measure, introduced by Mr. Beauchamp, 
of Butts, and provides that it shall be a 
misdemeanor for any one to ship any 
spirituous or intoxicating Mquors of any 
kind into a dry county. The Dill also 
makes it a misdemeanor for any person 
to import intoxicating HMquors into pro- 
hibition counties altogether, and partic- 
ularly to put a stop to the jug trade 
which many of the dry counties have en- 
deavored to cut off by other measures. 

There was a hard fight over the bill 
in the house temperance committee, sev- 
eral earnest speeches being made against 
it. It was pointed out that the bill was 
so sweeping in its nature that it would 
necessitute the closing of every dispensa- 
ry in the state, since they would no long- 
er be allowed to import the liquor car- 
ried in stock. It was also stated it would 
even prevent drug stores from securing 
a supply of whisky or other alcoholic 
liquors to be used as medicine. 

An effort to table the bill was lost by 
a vote of 6 to 4. The motion by Mr.

result was a tie, 5 to 5. Mr. Adams, of

Anti-Boll Weevil Bill Favored. 

The house committee on general agri- 
culture yesterday afternoon made a fa- 
vorable report on the bill by Mr. Con- 
nor, of Bartow, amending the act creat- 
ing the state department of entomology, 
which looks to an immediate and persis- 
tent fight against the introduction of the 
Mexican cotton boll weevil into this 
state, 

This bill gives the department of en- 
tomology an appropriation of $15,000, 
an increase of $10,000 over the present 
appropriation, the increase being mainly 
for the purpose of fighting the boll 
weevil. The bill makes the whole of this 
appropriation immediately available, 

It is made a misdemeanor for any one 
to bring into the state any infected cot- 
ton or other product which its liable to 
introduce the boll weevil. 
the state entomologist are to be employ- 
ed to look after this particular feature, 
and to see to jt as far as possible that 
the cotton crop of this state is not en- 
dangered. 

An important provision of the Dill is 
that in case the. boll weevil is found in 
Georgia at any time the entomologist is 
Siven the authority to destroy the fleld 
of cotton where it is found, and if such 
destruction is found to be necessary the 
owner is to be remunerated to the ex- 
tent of $5 per acre for the cotton so de- 
stroyed. There ig much sentiment in 
favor of the pasage of this law, and 
sreat interest is manifested in it,
